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FLAMES DESTROYING 


JUAREZ WHILE BATTLE 


IS RAGING FIERCELY 


Federals Have Been Driven to Shelter 


and Are Probably Making 


Their Last Stand 


ANOTHER CITIZEN SHOT ON THE AMERICAN SIDE 


Rebels are Hampered by Fears of Mines—Dead 


Estimated at 100 Witb Twice as Many 


Wounded—Americans are Caring 


for Wounded Under Rag 


of Truce* 


El Paso, May 10. — The rebels 


have nothing but praise for their 
late adversaries. 
Those who took 


part In the final battle say the fed- 
erals «mve ground slowly and stub- 
bornly and at the end preferred to 
die fighting rather than sunender. 
Although the regular federal troops 
are gone there is still fighting in the 
streets, numerous bands of citizens 
refusing to surrender to the rebelb 
under any circumstances. 
The leb- 


els have already begun looting and 
stores and private houses are being 
ransacked for valuables. 
Tempor- 


ary hospitals have been set up in 
the streets and rebel surgeons are 
everywhere caring for fedeials and 
rebels alike. 


The fire situation in Juarez be- 


came serious this afternoon as sever- 
al portions are still burning fierce- 
ly and so great is the damage that 
the rebels have leally captured a 
practically wrecked city. 


El Paso, May 10.—The tn-colored 


flag of the Mexican rebels witnout 
tfle gray eagle of Mexico is floating 
on top of the municipal water tower 
in Juarez, a signal of final triumph 
after 48 hours' fighting 


General Navano is said to have 


left the city and gone in the direction 
of Boche, with his entire command 
The tide turned after 
six 
hours 


fighting today when Colonel Blanco 
arrived at 10 a. m with 300 fiesh 
rebel troops 
His arrival heartened 


the fighting rebels arid the combine 1 
force threw itself against the- cath- 
edral and jail which capitulated aff- 
er the first fierce clash

El Paso, Te*as, May 10 — With 


flames bursting out in all pai ts of 
the city, the battle between federals 
and insurgents at Juarez, Mexico, 
was renewed with 
redoubled 
fury 


early today. 


At daylight, persons retaining to 


the American side icportcd that Ma- 
dero's 1,500 troops had driven tho 
federals into the cathedial, jail and 
a number of adobe houses nearby 
where they were believed to bo mak- 
ing their last stand 


General Navarro's fedeials aie of- 


feiing a most desperate resistance, 
cheered on by their officers, 
who 


were repeating their 
commander's 


slogan, "Juarez shall never surren- 
der." 


The barricades behind which the 


federals have been fighting in the 
streets and buildings in which they 
have sought shelter, have been lit- 
erally shot to pieces by the terrific 
fire of the insurgent troops, but the 
federals insist that they will yet 
save the city 


While the rebels vastly outnum- 


bered the town garrison and swarm- 
ed the city, there is sdme likelihood 
that General Navarre will try to 
keep the attacks at bay until rein- 
forcements under Colonel 
Rabago, 


more than'1,000 strong, reach Juar- 
ez 
The strongly fortified places in 


the city—=the jail, church and bar- 
racks—are all in the hands of, the 
federals and Navarro considers these 
impregnable, when properly defend- 
ed 
The insurgents on 
the 
other 


hand aie compelled to fight in the 
open and exposed to the rifle and 
cannon fiie of the garrison 


When night fell yesterday the bat- 


tle had already raged for IS hours. 


While the advantage appeared to 


be entirely with the rebels and thev 
had contiol of most of the city of 
Juarez^ they had actually made no 
impression upon the real defenses 
of the city 
Only the street barri- 


cades and other outlying defenses 
of the city had fallen 
into 
their 


hands 
They had, 
however,- com- 


pletely suriounded the garrison in 
the barracks, jau lUStoms house and 
chinch 


The rebels practically ceased their 


attack at nightfall evidently fearing, 
that Gen Navarro had taken advant- 
---* of t)ir> recent armistice to mine 
the streets of the citv, and some of 
the principal buildings. 


The insurgents, thcrefoie refused 


to enter any ot the down-town build- 
ings, preferring to take •chances in 
the open 


All night long tlwrc was intermit- 


tent fiic, but most ot the troops 
on 


both sides took advantage of the night 
lo get some icst in preparation for 
today's conflict 
Fires started in the 


alt01 noon b> fhe insurgents bioke out 
anew at nightfall and all night con- 
iinpfl to spread fiom a do/en points 
in the citv 
The Juarez postoffice and 


se\oral adjoining buildings weie de- 
stroved

It is impossible as y<H to get an 


accurate estimate of the dead and 
wounded in Juarez, although a Red 
Cross physician declared today that 
at least 100 had been killed and 
twice that many wounded. 
Most of 


the insurgents wounded have been 
brought here. The federals are car- 
ing for their own wounded. 


At 7 a m. the federals still held 


the jail, cathedral, customs house, 
municipal building and barricades^ 
Shortly after that hour there were 
several explosions of mines in the 
streets on which the insurgent troops 
were fighting, working havoc in the 
rebel ranks. Despite this, however, 
the insurgents continued to pour a 
heavy fire into the federal defenses, 
though' they appeared to have gain- 
ed no advantage today*. Plres which 
subsided 
shortly 
after 
midnight 


broke out anew a few hours later 
and at 7 o'clocx were still raging. 
Besides the postoffice, 
four 
busi- 


ness houses, the

insurgent wounded is being carried 
on under the personal supervision of 
Gustave Madero. American citizens 
under flags of truce are doing the 
work, Gustavo Madero having per- 
sonally guaranteed all expenses.

f'oshoeton, O., May 10.—Judge Samuel H. Nicholas 


in an interview here todav said that it was.unlikely lhat 
he would go to Newark Thursday morning to pass sen- 
tence on Quiney Sutley, who pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter before him, while on trial for first degree 
murder. 


The judge stated that much pressure was" being 


brought to bear in these cases to get the court to be 
lenient \\ith the defendants. He said that this was 
probably being done to encourage the other defendants 
to plead guilty and throw themselves on the mercy of 
the court. He said this probably emanated Irom the at- 
torney general's office, but that he, (Judge Nicholas), 
feared that it might result in inducing ,some of the de- 
fendants to enter such a plea, who Averc not guilty ol* 
participation in the riots. 


Judge Nicholas said that when he passed sentence 


on Sutley he would make a statement from the bench 
covering this feature of the cases and that in the state- 
ment he would endeavor to give clearly the attitude 
of the court regarding such action. 


He further stated that he was being urged to pass a 


suspended sentence on Art Dr^er, the ('oshocton boy, 
should he plead guilty befoi c him. 


The judge did not intimate ^ hat sentence he \\oiild 


pass on Sutley. In the Coshocton county courts, Judge 
(Nicholas is reg-irded as a merciful judge. He ha.-? had 
!great success with the plan of passing suspended pen- 
itences and it is freely predicted that he will act in this 
manner in the Sutley case.

AN OLD CUSTOM 


OF LEGISLATORS 


Republican papers throughout Ohio 


are frank to admit it has long been 
common talk that the use of money 
was required to secure the influence 
of legislators, but they do not offer an 
explanation why this custom of black- 
mailing has been permitted to exist so 
long. The answer is that no Republi- 
can administration has ever had the 
backbone to get after these grafters. 
Governor Harmon, Attorney General 
Hogan and other Democratic officials 
associated with these two in the fight 
to purify the atmosphere in the legis- 
lature, are swamped with letters and 
telegrams from Ohioans congratulating 
them on their stand against graft. If 
they are successful they will have ac- 
complished more than any other ad- 
ministration has in several decades. 


In an article prepared by a Columbus 


correspondent which was published in 
many Ohio weeklies and dailies last 
Thursday was this statement: "It has 
been a custom in certain legislative 
circles for years past to get after men 
interested for or against any measure 
that concerned a large interest. For 
Instance, if a railroad company was in- 
terested in a bill because it threatened 
their business, or if they wanted a 
law for their protection, immediately a 
number of legislators 
would swoop 


down upon the railroads and demand 
money for their votes." This was pub- 
lished in Republican papers through- 
out Ohio.

The libraries of ancient Rome were 


Immense 
and 
splendid. 
Lucullus, 


whose name is associated with table 
luxuries, expended much of bis wealth 
on books. His library, says Plutarch, 
had "walks, galleries and 
cabinets 


open to all visitors." 
Julius Caesar 


proposed to open this library definitely 
to the public. 


How were these vast libraries, in 


addition to the book shops, filled? 
With bis trained staff of readers and 
transcribers, a publisher could turn 
out an edition of any work at very 
cheap rates, and almost at a moment's 
notice. There was no initial expense 
of typesetting before a single copy 
could be produced. DO ruinous extras 
in tbe shape of printers' corrections. 
The manuscript came from tbe au- 
thor; tbe publisher handed it over to 
his slaves, and if a book of modest 
dimensions, tbe complete edition could 
be ready, if necessary, within twenty- 
four hours. 
Actually, then, books 


were produced and sold more easily 
and quickly in ancient Rome than they 
are in modern London..—T. P.'s London 
Weekly. 


Thd "Iliad" Not a Myth. 


The fall of Troy after a ten year 


siege by the Grecian princes about 1184 
B. O. has long been considered as a 
rather mythical foundation for Homer's 
Immortal epic, the "Iliad." But in 1876 
the excavations of Sehliemann on the 
reputed site of Troy brought to light 
under the ashes of two superincumbent 
fortress cities tbe remains answering 
to tiie descriptions of Homer and a 
hidden vault containing goblets, bowls, 
vases, gems, jewels, arines de luxe and 
like articles in gold, silver and bronze. 
These treasures are now generally ac- 
knowledged to be the veritable rem- 
nants of the once vast, riches of Priam, 
which, although depleted by ten years 
of costly warfare in the purchase of 
supplies and mercenaries and the final 
sack of tbe ruined city, were thus pre- 
served to enrich the museums of En- 
rope and greatly increase our realiza- 
tion of the wealth and art of that an- 
cient Ilium, which we have hitherto 
been disposer! to consider a poet's 
dream.—Charles "Winslow Hall in Na- 
tional Magazine.

Will Teach Agriculture. 
Under suspension of the rules the 


Senate took up and enacted Into law 
the Warnes bill, wnich provides for an 
integral part of the teaching of agri- 
culture and supplements the basic Ca- 
hill law. 
It provides that after Sep- 


tember, M12, the various school exam- 
iners shall inquire into the qualifica- 
tions of applicants for teachers' certi- 
ficates as to their knowledge of ele- 
mentary agriculture. There was some 
opposition, but this melted away when 
the necessity of such a provision was 
indicated by Senator Cahill. 


Bribery Developments. 
The senate passed 
resolution call- 


ing for the investigation of charges 
against members of the senate by a 
special committee of ten, consisting of 
live Democrats ami five Republicans. 


The house, as a protest, passed a bill 


knocking out all immunity and also a 
bill providing for the registration of 
lobbyists.

Reeentl.v the postofBee for the pur- 


pose of securing a correct and com- 
plete list of the patrons of the free de- 
live! v service, distributed blank slips 
requesting the 
insertion 
of 
house ' 


number, street and the list of all (of ' 
all ages-), residents, employees, board- ' 
es. etc.. and asked if patron would be 
willing to put up mail boxes. This let- 
ter seemed to be greatly misunder- 
stood. 
The idea and purpose of the 


boxes Is to improve the service, and 
enable many that are 
frequently in- 


convenienced, to secure better accom- 
modation. At the present time the city 
carriers frequently have a great deal 
more mail than they can deliver in the 
time limit. 
Under the present condi- 


tion the carrier rings the door bell and 
is compelled to wait until some one 
comes to receive the mail which prob- 
ably requires 
from 
one-half to two 


minutes at each stop. 
Now you can 


figure for yourself, and see what this 
would mean in the course,of a day's 
work 
Conservatively this is esti- 


mated to consume on an average of 
about 25 per cent of the carrier's time. 
If each nouse was supplied with a box, 
the carrier could' deposit the 
mail, 


ring the bell, and be on his way to 
the next stop, before one could 
get 


( 


started to answer the bell. "With each 
residence having such a box it is be- 
lieved the carriers would frequently be 
able to complete their routes when 
o.herwise it would be impossible—and 
you would be rendering those at the 
latter end of the various routes a. great 
service and convenience by so doing 
without imposing any special hardship 
or inconvenience on yourself. 


The local office does not supply such 


boxes nor is it any way interested in 
the matter beyond the feature of im- 
proving the service, and does not re- 
quire or recommend any 
particular 


kind or mai\e of box. 


The postoffice department will appre- 


II ciate your co-operation, botii in pro- 


perly filling out the blank in question 
and returning them promptly. If you 
have pii=laid vour blank ask the carrier 
for r.-of. rr r.nd install a box or if you 
' have a'rcaclv clone so please induce 


\our neighbor to do likewise.
